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Senator Backs U. S. 
Dominican Position 
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No Widespread Use 
Of Marijuana Here 


>Iudge Julian L. Yesley of 
the Newton district court has 
urged that Newton school au¬ 
thorities should sponsor pro¬ 
grams “pointing out the seri¬ 
ous dangers inherent in the 
use of marijuana.” 

“For the schools to remain 
silent In this area would con¬ 
stitute a failure in their du¬ 
ty to educate,” Judge Yes- 
ley observed. 

He made this statement as 
he contradicted rumors that 
there has been widespread 
marijuana smoking by Newton 
High School students. 

The jurist said, in effect, 
that the facts brought out be¬ 
fore him indicated that only 


three boys, two 16 years old 
and one 15, were involved. 

Judge Yesley continued the 
complaints against the three 
boys for one year and made no 
findings. 

Police Captain John N. Mc¬ 
Mullen presented the case 
before Judge Yesley. Testi- 
money was given at the ju¬ 
venile session by Sergeant 
William J. Nally, Safety Of¬ 
ficer Charles E. Feeley and 
Patrolmen Ernest S. Daly 
and Edward Meredith. 

Following the closed-door 
hearing, Judge Yesley made 
the following statement: 

“The cases of three Newton 
High .School students charged 
with offences involving the 
use of marijuana were heard 
on Friday. 

“Because wild rumors have 
been circulating in the com¬ 
munity as to the extent of 
the participation by stu¬ 
dents in the smoking of 
marijuana cigarettes, I deem 
it in the public interest to 
state the farts brought out 
in the testimony of the New¬ 
ton police who investigated 
the situation. 

“These facts are that the 
marijuana was acquired by 
the three boys for their own 
use from a source outside 
Massachusetts, that there was

The in¬ 
crease will provide more sup¬ 
port for this necessary func¬ 
tion of government dedicated 
to safeguarding the interests 
of all buyers and vendors. 

Fees now in effect are as 
follows:

It 
was awarded by the city to 
Conti & Donahue of Lynn, 
whose bid appeared to be the 
lowest. Tocci claims a change 
in the masonry sub-bid made 
Tocci the low bidder.

A proposed behavior code 
for high school students dur¬ 
ing their graduation festivi¬ 
ties has been mailed to the 
parents of 500 Newton High 
School seniors by the Parent- 
Teacher Association. 

Parents were urged to cau¬ 
tion their sons and daughters 
against drinking and partici¬ 
pating in unchaperoned all- 
night parties. 

“Graduation is almost 
here.” the letter to the par¬ 
ents stated. “During the last 
days of anticipation many 
parents are concerned that 
the excitement and mood of 
celebration that accompany 
graduation not be marred by 
tragic accidents. 


“While most of our young 
people have ably demonstrat¬ 
ed their good judgment, we 
have, together with the chil¬ 
dren, a responsibility to con¬ 
sider seriously a reasonable 
code of behavior for senior 
week activity and to remind 
our children of the implica¬ 
tions of all-night, unchaperon¬ 
ed parties and drinking. 

“Some of the suggestions 
that have been made by both 
students and concerned adults 
are: 

“1—Confine post-prom and 
post-graduation activities to 
the local community. Discour¬ 
age trips to beaches, summer 
cottages and roadhouses. 

“2—Whether you want to 


sponsor parties in your home 
after the prom or graduation 
is, of course, a matter of your 
own decision. It is a matter of 
record that the endurance- 
test, marathon-type party 
often proves to be a dis¬ 
appointing anti-climax. 

“3—Decide ahead of time 
the hour to call festivities to 
an end.

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Let The People Deeide 

The choice of Haskell C. Freedman’s successor 
on the School Committee should be left to the peo¬ 
ple of Newton in next November’s election. 

If Freedman had resigned a year ago, there 
would have been some justification in the Board of 
Alderman and School Committee picking a replace¬ 
ment. 

There is no such justification now. 

The School Committee does not meet in July or 
August. The person elected next November to succeed 
Freedman could take office immediately. 

The only thing that would be accomplished by 
designating Freedman’s successor in the meantime 
would be to give one person an unfair advantage in 
the November election campaign. That should not 
be done. This is a selection which can be made by 
Newton voters from the candidates who offer them¬ 
selves for consideration. 


Curb On Mail Order Guns 

The Johnson Administration’s bill to curb mail¬ 
order gun traffic, sponsored by Senator Thomas J. 
Dowd, (D) of Connecticut, has set off a barrage of 
charges and counter-charges during recent Congres¬ 
sional hearings. 

Proponents of the bill explain that its purpose 
is to end the uncontrolled purchase of guns by mail 
order. They stress, that according to police records 
these guns, and their easy accessibility, (mostly 
without question) have contributed substantially to 
the crime wave. 

Opposition to the legislation by the National 
Rifle Association and sportsmen’s organizations, is 
based on concern that it would limit the access of 
honest sportsmen to weapons and ammunition to 
which they are legitimately entitled. 

The National Rifle Association as chief oppon¬ 
ent to the proposed bill, is a formidable one. It has 
lobbied effectively against gun legislation for many 
years. 

In answering the NRA, the bill’s proponents 
point out that it does not apply to sporting-type fire¬ 
arms. such as shotguns and riflles. Thus the sports¬ 
men would not be restricted from purchasing this 
type of gun, even if bought in a nearby state. 

Those favoring the bill are emphatic in pointing 
out that it is not designed to curb the activities of 
the sportsman. It will not take away his gun. There is 
nothing in the bill which suggests this. It will not 
prevent a hunter from purchasing a shotgun or rifle 
in another state and bringing it home. 

But it is intended to outlaw the sale of revolvers 
an* pistols indiscriminately and without investiga¬ 
tion by mail order. These may be purchased almost 
at wili by juveniles, criminals or the mentally dis¬ 
turbed. 

This type of gun was used in more than half 
of the murders committed in 1964. 

The Dodd sponsored bill would deal with the 
easy accessibility of guns by the irresponsible and 
criminally inclined—a serious aspect of crime today. 

Sen. Robert F. Kennedy (D) of New York, in 
testifying for the legislation said: 

“We have a responsibility to the victims of 
crime and violence. It is a responsibility to think not 
only of our own convenience but of the tragedy of 
sudden death. 

“It is a responsibility to put away childish 
things; to make the possession and use of firearms 
a matter undertaken only by serious people who will 
use them with the restraint and maturity that their 
dangerous nature deserves—and demands.”

Club Women Hail Work 
Of Service Committee 


A standing ovation was 
given the Veteran and World 
Service Committee of the 
Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club at a recent meeting at 
the clubhouse, 1280 Centre 
street. The smallest commit¬ 
tee in the club, it was cited 
as being the most active and 
producing the most worth¬ 
while results. 

Meeting every two weeks 
from October through May, 
the group of fourteen women 
each year knit, sew, and bake 
articles which are valued be¬ 
tween $800 and $900 dollars 
by the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

Helped by contributions 
from other club members, the 
committee fills 50 Christmas 
bags with stationary, socks, 
playing cards, etc. These bags 
often comprise the only gift 
which the veterans in hospi¬ 
tals receive. In addition, they 
knit from five to ten afghans, 
which are also sent to the 
veterans. Birthday cakes are 
made by the women and dis¬ 
tributed through the Red 
Cross to the hospitals. 

From men’s worn-out 
shirts the committee members 
make approximately fifty 
dresses, pinafores, and pan- 
ties which they embroider or 
trim. These are taken to the 
Firends Service Committee in 
Cambridge which, in turn, 
sends them to orphanages, 
refugee camps, and settlement 
houses.

The Maryknoll “radio 
schools” educational broad¬ 
casts brings literacy to La¬ 
tin American Indians and 
teaches them needed skills. 

They also enable Indian 

musicians to see how their 
music sounds over the air 
waves, reports Father Fran¬ 
cis B. O’Hara, Maryknoll 
Missiorter from West Newton, 
stationed at Penyas, Bolivia. 

“Besides playing their 
own interesting, indigenous 
music, they also like to play 
a few internationally po¬ 
pular pieces,” said Father 
O’Hara. “One number 
which I thought was espe¬ 
cially good was their inter¬ 
pretation of ‘Limbo Rock’.” 
Father O’Hara is the son 
of Mrs. Florence O’Hara of 21 
Lindbergh Ave., West New¬ 
ton. 

From all over the altiplano 
of Bolivia, he said, Aymara 
Indians come in groups of 10 
to 20 for recording sessions. 

Their main instrument is 
the zampona, a bamboo flute. 
They also use drums, wooden 
flutes and a few other instru¬ 
ments made from cane. 

“These people,” said the 
missioner, “love to hear 
their music played on the 
radio. To do so, they will 
walk for miles to come in 
and record and then return 
to their communities to lis¬ 
ten with their neighbors.” 
This practice, said Father 
O’Hara, has contributed to 
the great popularity of the 
“radio schools” in the Penyas

Let this mind he in you, which was also in Christ Jesus

^ e regard ourselves as Christians and no doubt most of us 
really believe we are and would hotly resent any suggestion to the 
contrary. Friends, let’s be honest about it. How many of us have 
ever seriously considered just precisely what qualities entitle a 
person to be called a Christian and have then had the courage 
and humility to arraign ourselves at the bar of our conscience and 
render a true verdict as to whether we really filled the role? Very 
few of us, I venture to think. 

Let us test ourselves now in one particular and in that con¬ 
nection do a little defining and self-searching. Let this mind be 
in you, which was also in Christ Jesus. Such was the urgent coun¬ 
sel of St. Paul. To strive to attain this state is to aspire in very 
truth to be a perfect Christian. That seems a big order. Yes, and 
Christianity is a religion which makes hard demands upon those 
who would practice it in spirit and in truth. But Jesus did not re¬ 
gard it as fantastic to go so far as to admonish His followers to be 
perfect even as their Father in Heaven is perfect! So let us try to 
enter as best we can into the mind of Jesus and thereby seek His 
grace and guidance. Thus we shall meet our daily problems with 
that enlargement of vision, enrichment of understanding and 
deepening of sympathy which such a spiritual experience is cer¬ 
tain to assure us. 

By what means shall we enter that transcendent mind so as 
to share its wisdom and possess its spiritual treasures? Without 
renouncing any theological opinions we may entertain, let us go 
straight back to the simple Bible account and try to understand 
for ourselves the mind of the Founder of Christianity. With such 
understanding as we can thereby acquire let us ask ourselves 
what judgment Jesus w’ould have passed on the practice of ex¬ 
perimenting on live animals. 

Seeing the multitude that gathered about Him to hear the 
glad tidings and having gone up into a mountain, in the course of 
the greatest sermon man has ever heard on earth, He proclaimed 
‘‘Blessed are the merciful for they shall obtain mercy.” Through¬ 
out His mission that cardinal attribute of the rightly conceived 
life was never absent from His thoughts, was repeatedly ex¬ 
pounded in His discourses and at all times vividly exemplified 
in His actions. 

It is impossible to believe that Jesus intended our mercy to 
end with our own kind, thereby excluding all the sub-human 
kingdom which has its appointed place in the scheme of divine 
creation and in the fatherland of universal love. 

Let us now imagine Jesus in a medical classroom or experi¬ 
mental laboratory and see Him who turned and looked upon 
Peter, turn and look upon the piteous and revolting spectacle of 
the deliberate and remorseless torture of inoffensive and de¬ 
fenseless animals by those for whom He prescribed His gospel 
of compassion as the rule of conduct for all the sons of His 
Heavenly Father. What would He have said? “Shouldest thou 
not have had compassion upon these, even as I had pity on thee?” 
So He seems to me to say, and I shall act accordingly. And it is 
hard for me to see how any other attitude can be taken by one 
who professes to be a true Christian — that is, one who heeds the 
injunction of St. Paul to let this mind be in you which was also in 
Christ Jesus and who accepts that mind as the guide in judging 
vivisection.

was less need for it than there 
is today. Some of them voted 
for it three different times. 

They will he open to the 
charge of playing partisan pol¬ 
itics if they now turn arout l 
and vote against a sales tax — 
unless a convincing case is 
made that the substitute tax 
plan is better than Volpe's pro¬ 
gram. 

In the weeks immediately 
ahead Beacon Hill will resound 
to the most important debates 
of the year. And looming large 
over the State House will he the 
shadow rast by the 1966 elec¬ 
tion. still far in the future but 
making its impact on some of 
the principals in the battle of 
taxes.

Richardson Emerging 
As A GOP Strong Man 

Lieutenant Governor Elliot 
L. Richardon has gradually 
emerged as one of the strong 
men of the Republican party 
in Massachusetts ever, though 
he is holding an office that has 
been a political dead-end for 
almost two decades. 

Not since Robert F. Brad¬ 
ford was swept into the Gov¬ 
ernorship by a strong Repub¬ 
lican tide in 1946 has any Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor gone on to 
achieve public office. 

Richardson may be the ex¬ 
ception who proves the politi¬ 
cal rule although the present 
indications are that there will 
be no opening for him to do 
anything but seek reelection 
next year. 

An example of Richardson’s 
popularity was provided when 
an overflow crowd of more 
than 1000 persons turned out 
for his recent S100-a-plate fund 
raising dinner. 

Richardson is playing a more 
active and prominent role in 
the State administration than 
any Lieutenant Governor in 
memory. . 

He has been Governor Vol¬ 
pe's strong right arm in the 
campaign for a 3 per cent lim¬ 
ited sales tax, and he has as¬ 
sisted Volple on other matters 
on uhich he is an expert. 

Richardson, of course, held 
positions of great responsibility 
before becoming Lieutenant 
Governor. 

He served as deputy secre¬ 
tary of the Department of 
Health, Welfare and Education 
for a period during the Eisen¬ 
hower administration and was 
the U. S. Attorney who launch¬ 
ed the investigation into high¬ 
way land-taking scandals. 

Richardson began his career 
as an aide to Senator Leverett 
Sallonstall. Ironically, he miss¬ 
ed the endorsement for Attor¬ 
ney General at the 1962 Re¬ 
publican Stale Convention be¬ 
cause of a faulty ruling by Sal- 
tonstall. 

One of the most liberal Re¬ 
publican leaders in Massachu¬ 
setts, Richardson refused to en¬ 
dorse Barry Goldwater last fall 
and is known to favor the oust¬ 
er of F rederic C. Dumaine, Jr., 
from the chairmanship of the 
Republican Stale Committee.

Saltonstall declined to heed 
the advice and voted against 
Ted’s amendment. 


Brooke Barkers Hope 
Salty Will Retire 

Most Republican leaders do 
not take seriously Attorney 
General Edward W. Brooke’s 
statement that it will he either 
up or out for him in 1966. 

They are convinced that 
Brooke will stand for reelection 
next year if there is no oppor¬ 
tunity for him to run for Gov¬ 
ernor or the U. S. Senate. 

Brooke ’» supporters are hop¬ 
ing that Senator Saltonstall 
will retire from office next 
year, making it possible for 
Brooke to set his sights on 
either the Governorship or the 
Senate seal, depending on 
what Volpe does. 

Right now, however, that ap¬ 
pears an unlikely development. 

GOP chieftains can see no 
likelihood whatever that Brooke 
would retire from office rather 
than seek another term as At¬ 
torney General if both Volpe 
and Saltonstall are candidates 
for reelection. 


Political Highlights 

While Ted Kennedy himself has not given any 
inkling of what part he intends to take in the battle 
for the Democratic gubernatorial nomination, a num¬ 
ber of persons close to him are working with Donahue. 

Political pundits also surmise that Donahue would 
not have moved into a fight of this kind unless he had 
reason to believe he would have Ted Kennedy’s sup¬ 
port. 

However, the struggle for the right to run as the 
Democratic nominee for Governor in the 1966 election 
will not end at next June’s Democratic State Conven¬ 
tion. 

If Donahue wins the convention endorsement, as 
now appears likely, he would face the prospect of a 
primary fight with former Attorney General Edward 
J. McCormack, Jr., a popular figure and powerful vote- 
getter. 

Boston Mayor John F. Collins, of course, could 
change the picture completely by moving into the gu¬ 
bernatorial field.. Collins, however, has not yet decided 
whether he will run for Governor or the U. S. Senate. 
Many political expects think he may eventually set his 
sights on the Senate. At the moment the only two 
avowed Democratic candidates for the Governorship 
are Donahue and McCormack. 

Donahue’s big problem in a 
primary clash with McCormack 
would be that he is not as well 
known to the rank and file of 
Democratic voters as is McCor¬ 
mack. He has been trying to 
overcome that handicap by 
making speaking appearances 
in all sections of the State. 

A Holy Cross graduate, an 
extremely able and articulate 
legislator, Donahue is one of 
the most respected and respon¬ 
sible public figures ever to 
serve in the State Legislature. 

His responsibility is reflect¬ 
ed by the role he has played in 
the great debate over what tax 
program should be adopted by 
the Legislature. 

Donahue has sharply op¬ 
posed Governor Volpe s recom¬ 
mendation for the enactment of 
a 3 per cent limited sales tax 
to provide a new source of rev¬ 
enue for the cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth and 
make possible better education 
in the poorer communities. 

But he is not simply fighting 
the Governor’s tax program; he 
is supporting a substitute plan. 

He has recognized that as a 
responsible Democratic leader 
he could not hide his head in 
the scuid, pretend no new taxes 
were needed and oppose Vol¬ 
pe's plan without offering an 
alternate program. 

When Senator Ted Kennedy 
in a speech to the Legislature 
earlier this year declared that 
he recognized the need for new 
sources of revenue, he left Don¬ 
ahue with a choice of either 
supporting Volpe’s tax pro¬ 
gram or backing a substitute 
plan. 

Donahue has taken a calcu¬ 
lated political risk in involv- 
ing himself to the extent he has 
in the battle over new taxes. 

Beacon Hill observers are di¬ 
vided in their opinion as to 
whether Donahue would be bet¬ 
ter off politically if he wins 
or loses his tax fight. 

His prestige undoubtedly 
would be enhanced if he is suc¬ 
cessful in killing Volpe’s tax 
program and obtaining passage 
of the substitute plan. 

At the same time, however, 
be would bear the brunt of any 
public reaction if the alternate 
tax plan is enacted into law 
and then should prove unpopu¬ 
lar. 

It now appears likely that 
the fight over what new taxes 
should be adopted will be a 
long one which will extend well 
into the summer. Before it is 
over Donahue will be much 
better known than he is todav. 

Donahue undoubtedly could 
push a substitute tax program 
through the State Senate over 
which he presides. But he prob¬ 
ably could not muster enough 
votes to pass it over Governor 
Volpe's veto if Volpe stands 
firm and insists he wants his 
own plan. 

There also is a big question 
as to what position a majority 
of the members of the House of 
Represntatives will take on the 
respective tax programs. 

Virtually all the top Demo¬ 
cratic leaders in the House 
supported ex-Governor Foster 
Furcolo’s proposal for a sales 
tax back in 1957 when there

Alderman Carmen declared 
that he couldn’t see how a 

person with such a philosophy 
could objectively judge the 
value of an urban renewal 
program for a community. 

The debate followed a clos¬ 
ed-door, star chamber session 
which lasted an hour and 45 
minutes. 

When the Board of Aider- 
men returned to public ses¬ 
sion, Alderman Franklin N. 
Flaschner presented a re¬ 
port of a five-member com¬ 
mittee he headed which had 
been named by President 
Wendell R. Baurkman to 
interview the four Redevel¬ 
opment Authority appoin¬ 
tees. 

His fellow - members were 
William L. Bruce, William M. 
Glovsky, William E. Hopkins 
and Andrew J. Magni. 

His committee, Fiaschner 
announced, was unanimous in 
the opirion that the appoint¬ 
ments should be confirmed. 

He then gave, one by one 
the qualifications of the men 
as they had been determined 
after thorough interrogation. 

During the course of his re¬ 
marks, Flaschner reminded 
the Board that one of the five 
members of the Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority must be 
representative of organized 
labor. The interviewing com 
mittee, he said, had conclud¬ 
ed that Mario DiCarlo, though 
a union member, might not 
qualify as a true representa¬ 
tive of labor, he being a con¬ 
tractor and therefore perhaps 
closer to management than 
labor. 

However, he went on, 
after talking the matter 
over with Ma>or Gibbs, the 
mayor had been in touch 
with the State Housing 
Board, which has the re¬ 
sponsibility of naming the 
fifth member, and the may¬ 
or had received assurance 
that the body would name 
an organized labor repre¬ 
sentative. 

Flaschner described the ap¬ 
pointees as highly motivated 
men, each well equipped from 
from an educational, moral 
and business standpoint. All, 
he said, were willing to devote 
plenty of time to the time- 
consuming job with which 
they would be faced. 

They have a great deal of 
discretion and initiative, he 
went on, and were men who 
would not consider the task

er areas. Each is aware of the 
challenge he will face, Flasch¬ 
ner said, and each would have 
primary concern for human 
problems. 

Robert C. Casselman, he 
said, was 46, a Newton resi¬ 
dent for 23 years, and a for¬ 
mer vice president of the 
Polaroid Corporation. ‘‘Very 
articulate and sensitive, he 
had arrived at a stage of 
life where he could have 
been a great industrial mag¬ 
nate, but preferred to turn 
to the academic world. 

For seven years he has been 
a staff member at M.I.T. 
Also, he is head of the man¬ 
agement division of the Bos¬ 
ton Safe Deposit and Trust 
Company. A trustee of New¬ 
ton - Wellesley Hospital, he 
has been actively concerned 
with its current drive for 
funds.” 

Stevenson he described as 
“one of the most outstanding 
businessmen in the country. 
Seventy-two years old, he has 
been a lifelong Newton resi¬ 
dent, and is a great deal more 
active than most of us. A na¬ 
tional f«^re, he is a trustee 
of Wellesley College. While 
with the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, he 
concerned himself to a great 
extent with redevelopment 
matters. Proud of his city, 
he would bring to the Authori¬ 
ty a great many personal re¬ 
sources, and he is extremely 
sensitive to human problems.” 

Continuing, Fla s c h n e r 
said, “Mario DiCarlo was 
born in Newton and spent 
all of his 43 years here. As 
a citizen, he is loyally devo¬ 
ted to the city, and is eager 
for this opportunity to be of 
service. A poor boy who 
made good, he knows the 
law on conflict of interest, 
and in his case there 
would be no question of it.” 
He pointed out that DiCarlo 
is a director of Action for 
Mental Health in Children, 
and added that he is intense¬ 
ly interested in the subject 
of redevelopment. 

William A. Lincoln has liv¬ 
ed in Chestnut Hill since 1952, 
Flaschner said, and during 
that time has been active civ- 
ically and, to some degree, 
politically. “Not retired, but 
well enough off to devote con¬ 
siderable time to charitable 
and civic matters,” the inter¬ 
viewing committee chairman 
said of the fourth appointee. 
“In his interview he agreed 
to be a ‘watchdog’ against any 
possible misuse of authority.” 

As a group, these men will 
work well together, “Flasch¬ 
ner concluded. 

His report completed, there 
ensued another hour and 45 
minutes of debate in which 
Aldermen Carmen and Jack- 
son made pleas for the grant¬ 
ing of a petition brought by 
Mary P. Cunningham and 
others requesting the Aider- 
men to set up a public meet¬ 
ing to give them an opportun¬ 
ity to question the four 
appointees relative to their 
qualifications. 

Jackson declared that he 
would vote against confirma¬ 
tion unless the Board showed 
good faith by granting the pe¬ 
tition. 

Flaschner expressed the 
opinion that as a matter of 
law, policy and good gov¬ 
ernment, passing on the 
men’s qualification was a 
“job for this Board.” How¬ 
ever, he said he thought that 


the 50 citizens should be giv¬ 
en an opportunity to meet 
the four men and hear what 
they might have to say. 
Carmen's motion to table the 
interviewing committee’s re¬ 
port was defeated on a vote 
of 6 to 12, with 6 members 
absent. Voting in favor of ta¬ 
bling were Paul J. Burke, 
William Carmen, William E. 
Hopkins, David W. Jackson, 
John P. McCarthy and Jack 
M. Roberts. Opposed to tabl¬ 
ing were Winslow C. Auryan- 
sen, Adelaide B. Ball, William 
L. Bruce, Melvin J. Dangel, 
Ernest F. Dietz, Franklin N. 
Flaschner, Harry H. Ham Jr., 
Andrew J. Magni, Theodore 
D. Mann, Warren A. Suther¬ 
land, Edward C. Uehlein and 
Wendell C. Bauckman. The 
absent members: William M. 
Glovsky, George L. Hicks, 
John F. Holden, Charles F.

The prolonged debate on the

The Newton schools will 
play an important role in an 
hour-long television program 
next week, Dr. Charles E.

and resignations to be acted 
on. 

Asked if the lengthy list 
was an indication that the 
personnel situation might be 
getting out of hand, Assistant 
Superintendent for Personnel 
James P. Laurets replied, 
“We are in very good shape,” 
adding that only three posi¬ 
tions remain to be filled in 
the senior high schools, and 
nine full-time teachers must 
be obtained for the secondary 
schools. 

Laurets called on Assist- 
and Superintendent Allan 
Acomb for a more detailed 
report. Acomb said that 
160 teachers in colleges 
with Bachelor degrees but 
no experience had been in¬ 
terviewed, and of the 160, 
bids had been made for 20 . 
Of the 20, six were not 
interested in coming to 
Newton, and 14 were hired. 
Acomb called that a good 
average. 

At the suggestion of John 
E. Gilliland, director of busi¬ 
ness services for the schools, 
the committee voted to re¬ 
scind their March 5, 1952 vote 
on overtime for custodians, 
and substitute for it an ar¬ 
rangement whereby author¬ 
ized overtime would be paid 
only in hours actually worked 
in an overtime period. 

Gilliland explained that the 
1952 arrangement was made 
at a time when most of the 
schools were heated with 
coal, a fuel that required 
rather constant attendance, 
but now that there are only 
one or two schools whose 
conversion to oil has not as 
yet been accomplished, there 
is no longer need to pay over¬ 
time for the stoking of coal¬ 
burning furnaces. 

Dr. Brown read a long 
letter from Edward Rich¬ 
mond, chairman of the 
Newton Committee for Fair 
Housing and Equal Rights, 
in which the writer ex¬ 
pressed regret at the com¬ 
mittee’s decision that a 
question of legality was in¬ 
volved in his proposal that 
the taxpayers’ money be 
used for bringing Negro 
children from Boston to at¬ 
tend summer school ses¬ 
sions here. 

It was the sense of the 
meeting that the superintend¬ 
ent reply to the letter by 
restating the committee’s 
policy on the matter.

teacher re-training and ap¬ 
plauded the efforts through¬ 
out the Newton schools in 
the direction of more indi¬ 
vidualized instruction. 

“T h e currently planned 
school building program must 
move on schedule, if not fast¬ 
er,” he stated, “I pledge to 
work continuously to expedite 
construction of a new Newton 
High School. These facilities 
are important, but our staff 
is even more important. New¬ 
ton must always remain in a 
position to attract the most 
outstanding teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators.” 

Regal declared that because 
of his business background he 
quickly recognizes “the ever 
present dilemma of balancing 
fiscal responsibility against 
those demands which are es¬ 
sential if we are to continue 
the excellence of Newton’s 
public schools. So much needs 


| to be done, and obvipusly prl- 
lorities must be set.”

The first petition is very 
much the same as a petition 
which was denied by the 
Board of Aldermen in Decem¬ 
ber of this past year. It is a 
petition which seeks to allow 
for the continued expansion 
and increased operations of 
an oil company in an other¬ 
wise quiet, residential neigh¬ 
borhood. For the past 80 
years, this company has op¬ 
erated as a small retail coal 
and oil company with its stor¬ 
age facilities on a lot at the 
corner of Paul Street and 
Centre Street in Newton 
Centre. It has served the 
homes of Newton with fuel 
and has done so efficiently 
and well. 

Now. however, under new 
ownership, the character of 
the business has changed. 
From a small retail operation, 
it has grown into a large 
wholesale business. Ninety 
per cent of its oil is being 
used to supply 30-40 other re¬ 
tail oil companies. This has 
meant a great increase in 
truck traffic in an area where 
several hundred junior high 
school students walk to school 
daily, on a street where a 
large number of parochial 
students travel to and from 
the Sacred Heart School, and 
in a section of Newton Centre 
which is zoned for one and 
two family homes. Newton 
Centre already suffers from 
traffic strangulation; this in¬ 
creased truck traffic only 
heightens the already exist¬ 
ing hazards. 

There is no need to have in¬ 
creased industrial and whole¬ 
sale business in the heart of 
the “Garden City,” and any¬ 
one who is concerned about 
preserving the residential 
character of this part of the 
city, guarding the safety of 
the children who live and 
walk there, and limiting, not 
increasing, the traffic prob¬ 
lem will join us in opposing 
this petition. 

The second petition con¬ 
cerns the request for a vari¬ 
ance to allow for the construc¬ 
tion of a six-story, sixty-six 
unit apartment building for 
senior citizens, to be erected 
on one-half of the land at the 
above-mentioned site, and 
presently owned by the Luth¬ 
er Paul Oil Company. Exist¬ 
ing zoning regulations would 
require almost twice this 
amount of land for this size 
building. 

We want housing for our 
senior citizens. We want hous¬ 
ing in an attractive environ¬ 
ment in a convenient location, 
but to place such a large 
apartment building on so 
small a lot, next to a whole¬ 
sale oil business seems to us 
both unwise and impractical. 
We. therefore, oppose this pe¬ 
tition. 

We urge other residents of 
Newton to do the same.

Institute seminar and com¬ 
munity observation.

the state board of the League. 
Their social activities have 
included a buffet-supper re¬ 
ception in their honor at the 
home of a member of the 
Newton League. 

Judging from the enthusi¬ 
astic responses of both Insti¬ 
tute and League members, 
these activities have been 
mutually adventageous— 
while trying to help the Insti¬ 
tute, League members have 
not only learned about our 
good neighbors in Latin Am¬ 
erica, but have also enriched 
League program.

The Leadership Institute

Following a year of study 
at Wellesley, members will 
spend a year doing field work 
in their home communities 
with supervisory assistance 
from an Overseas Education 
Fund consultant. The Insti¬ 
tute, is directed by Miss Eliz¬ 
abeth M. Garber, a former 
research analyst for the 
United States government and 
staff member of the national 
League. Associate Director, 
Miss Patricia Wulp, has work¬ 
ed with the League of Wo¬ 
men Voters of New York, the 
Service Bureau for Women’s 
Organizations in Connecticut 
and as a medical social work¬ 
er. 

When they return to their 
countries, Institute members 
hope to help develop a better 
informed citizenry to help im¬ 
prove self-government. In ad¬ 
dition to their work on the 
Initiative Petition, members 
have worked with the League 
on voter registration in Rox- 
bury, observed public housing 
planning in Boston’s South 
End, attended League unit 
meetings on the structure of 
government and human re¬ 
sources, a meeting on East- 
West trade, and a meeting of

Measles Vaccine 
Program Not 
Foreseen Here 

The Newton Health De¬ 
partment does not foresee 
any measles vaccine program 
here for the general public, 
it was announced by Dr. 
Henry M. Greenleaf, Com¬ 
missioner of Health, in re¬ 
sponse to a number of in¬ 
quiries. 

He went on to say that the 
new Schwarz attenuated live 
vaccine will be available to 
children regularly attending 
the Well Child Conference of 
the Newton Visiting Nurse 
Association and Health De¬ 
partment. No Measles Vac¬ 
cine will be administered to 
children in those clinics with¬ 
out previous appointments 
He recommended that those 
desiring immunization con¬ 
sult their private physician. 

The U. S. Department of 
Health, in its most recent 
weekly report, stated, “Rare¬ 
ly would there appear to be 
a need in the United States 
for mass community immuni¬ 
zation programs. Immuniza¬ 
tion should be carried out as 
indicated by private prac¬ 
titioners and through estab¬ 
lished public health pro¬ 
grams.” 

The State Health Depart¬ 
ment concurs with this policy. 
Physicians desiring addition¬ 
al information about recom¬ 
mendations for use and con¬ 
tra indications can contact 
the Newton Health Depart¬ 
ment.

Support Urged 
For More Aid 
To Education 

Unless the Legislature acts 
this year to provide more 
state funds for education and 
to improve the method of dis¬ 
tributing those funds, many 
communities will be unable 
to provide an adequate edu¬ 
cation, according to the 
Massachusetts Educational 
Conference Board. 

Newton School Superintend¬ 
ent, Charles E. Brown, local 
chairman of the Conference 
Board, said that Massachu¬ 
setts ranks 50th and last in 
the percentage of state funds 
devoted to education, placing 
an unfair burden on the cities 
and towns which must keep 
increasing property taxes to 
meet rising school costs. 

He urged all Newton resi¬ 
dents to support Senate Bill 
104, which revises the present 
20-year-old method of reim¬ 
bursing local communities, 
using a formula adopted by 
the Conference Board after 
an exhaustive study. “If we 
want better education in 
Massachusetts without boost¬ 
ing local taxes, we should 
communicate with our state 
senators and representa¬ 
tives,” he said. 

Under the Conference Board 
formula. Newton would re¬ 
ceive $2,709,211 in state aid. 
or 25 percent of its school op¬ 
erating budget, compared 
with the present $707,742. Mr. 
Brown explained that by 
making state aid a percent¬ 
age of operating costs, as pro¬ 
posed in Senate 104, the Com¬ 
monwealth will share the ex¬ 
pense of school growth and 
of educational improvements. 

Newton school operating 
costs in 1964 were approxi¬ 
mately $10,836,847, not includ¬ 
ing bus transportation, school 
lunches and building con¬ 
struction. 

With a school population of 
18,274, the community spends 
48 per cent of its tax income 
for education, or $580 per 
pupil. In comparison with 
other cities in the state, New¬ 
ton ranks ninth in the per¬ 
centage of taxes devoted to 
education and second in the 
amount per child.

Organizations in Connecticut, 
and as a medical social work¬ 
er. 

When they return to their 
countries, Institute members 
hope to help develop a better 
informed citizenry to help im¬ 
prove self-government. In ad¬ 
dition to their work on the 
Initiative Petition, members 
have worked with the League 
on voter registration in Rox- 
bury, observed public hous¬ 
ing planning in Boston’s South 
End, attended League unit 
meetings on the structure of 
government and human re¬ 
sources, a meeting on East- 
West trade, and a meeting of 
the state board of the League. 
Their social activities have 
included a buffet-supper re¬ 
ception in their honor at the 
home of a member of the 
Newton League. 

The process which led to 
the establishment of the In¬ 
stitute dates back to 1947, 
when the League of Women 
Voters of the United States 
established the Carrie Chap¬ 
man Catt Memorial Fund, 
named for the well known 
civic leader and founder of 
the League. Its purpose, to 
impart to men and women 
everywhere a knowledge of 
the principles and operation 
of self-government, had an¬ 
nually brought new requests 
for the Fund’s services. With 
the expansion of the program 
to meet such requests, the 
need developed for a simpler 
more explanatory name. In 
1961, the Carrie Chapman 
Catt Memorial Fund became 
the Overseas Education Fund 
of the League of Women 
Voters. 

The League of Women 
Voters has no financial obli¬ 
gation to the Overseas Edu¬ 
cation Fund. Likewise, the 
Fund has no financial obliga¬ 
tion to the League.

Hospital And 
Colleges Dislike 
Rules For Dorms 

Boston College, Lasell Jun¬ 
ior College and Newton-Wel- 
lesley Hospital presented op¬ 
position Monday night to the 
city’s proposed new regula¬ 
tions for dormitory construc¬ 
tion. 

A public hearing on the 
changes was held jointly by 
the Newton Planning Board 
and the Aldermen’s Claims 
and Rules committee. 

James A. Miller, planning 
director, explained that the 
new proposals were made 
with the intention of overcom¬ 
ing objections that arose at 
a public hearing last April. 

They permitted inner courts 
which were previously barred, 
and a 45-foot height limitation 
in all zones except Residence 
“E,” which 60 feet would be 
allowed. Also, changes were 
made in the set-back require¬ 
ments. 

Boston College’s represen¬ 
tative termed the proposed 
restrictions a violation of 
rules established by the State 
Supreme Court in the case of 
Sisters of Notre Dame vs. 
Brookline. At present the col¬ 
lege has no plans for addi¬ 
tional dormitories, he said, 
but wants to be protected 
against limitations in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Neither has Newton-Welles- 
ley Hospital any plans for 
dormitories, Atty. Harry K. 
Mansfield said, but he pointed 
out that the present nurses’ 
home is so constructed that 
two stories can be added, and 
the proposed restrictions 
would bar such construction. 

Atty. Sumner H. Babcock, 
representing Lasell, said the 
junior college is opposed to 
the proposals. The college pro¬ 
poses to build dormitories, 
and will try to conform to 
requirements, he said, but in 
the case of an old dormitory 
being razed, a new one would 
not be possible should the 
proposed restrictions be in ef¬ 
fect. 

Decision was reserved by 
the boards.

Fund Campaign

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may be against one of the 
supervisory persons who 
must judge the validity of 
the grievance. Obviously 
there can be no objective 
judgement in such cases, 
yet the municipal employee 
has no other recourse under 
the present system. 

“Under present conditions 
an employee frequently keeps 
his grievance to himself ra¬ 
ther than chance creating a 
situation which could develop 
a prejudice toward him and 
make his working days most 
uncomfortable. This is ob¬ 
viously bad for moral and al¬ 
lows friction to exist and ma¬ 
ture instead of getting mat¬ 
ters into the open and settled. 

“The present system is 
costly to the taxpayer for it 
does not allow for top work¬ 
ing efficiency on the part of 
persons involved in such 
cases. 

“I, therefore, respectfully 
recommend that you give ser¬ 
ious thought to the establish¬ 
ment of a grievance commit¬ 
tee for municipal employees 
to be comprised of three 
members, as follows: 

“1. A member of the Board 
of Aldermen, duly elected by 
that body. 

2. A citizen of Newton ap¬ 
pointed by the Mayor, pre¬ 
ferably one with experience 
in Labor-Management rela¬ 
tions. 

3. A representative of the 
Municipal Employees, duly 
elected by that group. 

“I trust this recommenda¬ 
tion will receive your serious 
consideration and I thank you 
for your interest.”

Problem In 
Boarding Up 
Of Building 

The owner of a dwelling at 
89 Wiswall Rd. ( Newton Cen¬ 
tre. Wiliam E. Marchant, de¬ 
scribing himself as a Newton 
Centre property owner for 40 
years, maintained at City Hall 
Monday night that there was 
no justification for a build¬ 
ing inspector’s recommenda¬ 
tion that he be given a public 
hearing to determine whether 
the building is a nuisance or 
dangerous to the neighbor¬ 
hood and, if so, to determine 
its disposition. 

The inspector declared that 
the commissioner of buildings 
had notified the owner twice 
by registered mail that he 
must secure his building 
against trespassers. 

Marchand insisted that he 
had secured it by boarding 
up its doors and windows, but 
said the neighborhood’s teen¬ 
agers had repeatedly pried off 
the boards. He further stated 
that the area was insufficient¬ 
ly policed. 

It was his intention to re¬ 
store the house, which is of the 
19th Century vintage, he told 
the Aldermen. He said an en¬ 
gineer in his employ had call¬ 
ed the building structurally 
sound. The house is back from 
the street, and far removed 
from other houses on either 
side, he went on, and is dan¬ 
gerous only to trespassers, 
who have no right to be there. 

“I don’t know what else I 
can do by way of securing it,” 
Marchand asserted. 

The Board took the matter 
under advisement. 

There was no opposition to 
a petition by Patsy A. Annese 
for increased storage of in¬ 
flammables at 59 Crafts St., 
Newtonville. A representative 
of the Mobile Oil Company 
described the existing storage 
capacity as inadequate, and 
said that the tanks were 20 
years old and should be re¬ 
placed. 

A number of public hear¬ 
ings, scheduled to be the first 
docket items taken up, had to 
be delayed for lack of a quo¬ 
rum. Finally, after a 20-min¬ 
ute wait, Alderman Harry H. 
Ham Jr., entered the cham¬ 
ber, and his presence brought 
the attendance to 13, the num¬ 
ber required for a quorum. 

No opposition developed to 
a petition by the Chestnut Hill 
Countr, Club for construction 
on the grounds of a masonry 
building 'or equipment stor¬ 
age. The club’s architect told 
the board that a site had been 
selected that should occasion 
no objection from abutters, as 
it is removed from any resi¬ 
dence near the Newton por¬ 
tion of the former Common¬ 
wealth Golf Club. 

A drain and sewer hearing 
involving land bordering 
South Meadow Brook and 
Paul Brook in Newton Centre, 
contributed a major share of 
the consumption of time that 
resulted in an Aldermanic 
session that extended until 
after midnight. 

Nearly 100 property owners 
from the area between Park 
St. and Boylston St., occupied 
about every available seat in 
the chamber, and some of 
them gave evidence of con¬ 
cern over a proposal to seek 
easements so that flood con¬ 
trol measures could be taken, 
with the state public works 
department and the city of 
Newton dividing the cost.

Which Tax Program? 

Two tax plans are now pending before the State 
Legislature. One was proposed by Governor Volpe. The 
other was advanced by the Democratic members of 
the joint legislative committee on taxation. 

Volpe’s program calls for a moderate increase 
in the State income tax and a limited 3 per cent sales 
tax. 

The Democratic proposal advocates a much bigger 
boost in the State income taxes—an 80 per cent hike— 
and an assortment of other taxes, including a tax on 
insurance permiums and an 8 per cent tax on interest 
from savings bank deposits. 

All the indications are that one of these two pro¬ 
grams eventually will be enacted by the Legislature. 

Newton would fare substantially better under 
Governor Volpe’s program than it would under the 
go-called Democratic plan. 

Volpe’s plan would give Newton $1,424,968 in ad¬ 
ditional revenue which would be tantamount to $4.44 
on its tax rate. 

The Democratic plan would yield Newton $411,414 
in new income which would be equivalent to $1.28 on 
the city’s tax rate. 

If you favor one tax program over the other, you 
should telephone or write your State Senator and State 
Representatives and tell them how you feel and what 
you believe should be done. 

If you don’t contact your legislators, they have 
reason to assume that you are indifferent to the tax 
controversy and that you are not interested in which 
plan is approved. 

The democratic way is to make your opinions felt.

A two-day festival designed 
to uplift the cultural and edu¬ 
cational status of the Ameri¬ 
can Indian will be held at 
Boston’s War Memorial Audi¬ 
torium the weekend of July 
24-25, it was announced today. 

This first annual American 
Indian Festival will feature 
great names in the Indian 
arts, a parade, band concerts, 
dances and numerous other 
cultural and entertainment 
features with representatives 
from various tribes from 
throughout the United States 
and Canada participating. 

The two-day festival is un¬ 
der the sponsorship of Amer¬ 
ican Indians, Inc., a non-profit 
organization whose initial 
proceeds from the affair will 
go towards a scholarship fund 
for Indian students and the es¬ 
tablishment of an Indian Cul¬ 
tural Center in the Boston 
area. 

Among the tribes taking 
part in the two-dav affair are 
the Sioux, Navajo, Iroquois, 
Mic Mac, Narragansett, Mo¬ 
hawk, Cherokee, Algonquin, 
Kiowa, Hopi, Yuma and other 
tribes from all over this na¬ 
tion and Canada. 

Those In attendance will 
thrill to the music and nar¬ 
rated traditional dances of the 
Plain, Mountain and North¬ 
eastern Woodland Indians. 
Among the top units is The 
Navajo Tribal Band whose 
members are the hand picked 
elite of the Navajo Reserva¬ 
tion which embraces the 
states of Colorado. Utah, Ari¬ 
zona and New Mexico — an 
acreage more than twice the 
size of Massachusetts.

A dairy industry “first” was

trouble,” cautions the Medical 
Foundation executive director, 
Harold W. Demone, Jr., of Nor¬ 
wood. 

A sedentary person usually 
has very low reserves for 
meeting the demands of sud¬ 
den, feverish activity. Unlike 
the man or woman who stays 
in physical condition with a 
regular' year-round exercise 
increased demands, Demone 
points out. 

Sudden, unusual exertion 
creates an oxygen debt which 
may take hours for the inac¬ 
tive, untrained person to re¬ 
regimen, the “vacation athlete” 
is limited in the amount of 
oxygen he can use to meet 
pay during recovery. The re¬ 
sult is that the body continues 
working long after it has stop¬ 
ped the unaccustomed activi¬ 
ty. 

Persons who get into trou¬ 
ble from such “overwork” are 
the unwise sedentary people 
who try to regain their youth 
in one afternoon instead of 
taking several weeks to get in¬ 
to condition. These are the 
adults who most often suc¬ 
cumb to sudden heart diffi¬ 
culties during “recovery” or 
rest following exercise, the 
director continued. 

“Remember,” he cautioned, 
if you go to the mountain for 
a summer breather, take time 
also to adapt to the changes 
in altitude while you are build¬ 
ing up your play capacity.” 

Studies have shown that 
persons who keep in condition 
and stay physically active 
throughout the year are able 
to work or exercise at levels 
below their physical limita¬ 
tions, and thus with little 
cost to their body reserves, in¬ 
stead of performing “at capa¬ 
city.” 

The best rule for the office- 
bound, tense, overweight per¬ 
son, Demone states is, take on 
a bit more exercise each day, 
and, at the end of vacation or 
a summer of outdoor week¬ 
ends, don’t lie back and do 
nothing for the rest of the 
year. 

“When you keep a steady 
routine of daily physical acti¬ 
vity, you can perform your 
work tasks with less fatigue. 
Training keeps the heart and 
lungs in shape and when these 
are in condition, so is the 
whole body,” he concluded.

Five Things To Look For 
In Selecting Cantaloupes 

By LYNN MARSHALL 
Norfolk County Extension Sen Ice 

Do you know how to pick a good cantaloupe—one 
that will be a real taste treat? This popular variety 
of melon is a feature at many supermarkets now. When 
shopping for a cantaloupe look for these five paints: 
Netting, slip, color, firmness, and aroma. 


The cantaloupe should be 
“well netted.” Netting is the 
raised, gray-brown pattern 
over the surface that stands 
out above the green or yellow 
color of the skin. A good-eat¬ 
ing melon has high, raised 
netting over some part of the 
surface. It will not have large 
areas that are “slick” with¬ 
out any netting—though the 
side that lays on the ground 
may have little if any netting. 
And there may be stripes of 
green or yellow—or in riper 
melons, even of brownish 
color. 

Look for a “full slip.” This 
is a circular scar where the 
stem was detached when the 
ripe melon was picked. A 
stem scar that retains part of 
the stem or has been gouged 
out of the melon indicates 
that the melon was not ripe 
when picked from the vine. 

Skin color of a cantaloupe 
that’s a “taste t§mpter” is 
usually yellow or is turning 
yellow. Green color on a well- 
netted melon with a full slip 
indicates that the melon isn’t 
ready to eat. The flesh is like¬ 
ly to be hard and not yet fully 
flavored. Yellow skin color in¬ 
dicates good flavor and mel¬ 
low, ready-to-eat flesh. But 
yellow color without good net¬ 
ting and full slip may be a 
disappointment. It may only 


be an immature melon that 
has colored up. 

Now for firmness. Squeeze 
it gently. You may need both 
hands to avoid bruising it. 
Check, particularly, the blos¬ 
som end—opposite the stem 
scar. If it yields a little, it’s 
ripe. But avoid a really soft 
melon or large, soft bruises. 

As for aroma, it may not 
always be present—especially 
if the cantaloupe is not well 
ripened. And aroma alone 
may be misleading. But if 
the characteristic aroma is 
there in combination with the 
other four points, it’s a pretty 
sure bet you’re in for some 
good eating. 

Cantaloupe is rich in Vita¬ 
min C. One quarter of an av¬ 
erage-size cantaloupe pro¬ 
vides almost 40 percent of the 
Vitamin C allowance recom¬ 
mended daily for the average 
25-year-old man. Cantaloupes 
are also a good source of Vit¬ 
amin A. One quarter of a 
cantaloupe will also give you 
over half of the amount of 
Vitamin A recommended for 
each day. Cantaloupes are 
especially low in calories, and 
are a very satisfying food for 
weight watchers.

WEST ROXBURY 
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Vote On Car Wash For 
Newton Again Delayed 


It appeared Tor a time dur 
ing Monday night's prolonged 
Aldermanic session that a 
vote was imminent on the 
question of whether establish¬ 
ment of the city’s first car 
wash business should be al¬ 
lowed. 

Harry H. Ham, Jr., Claims 
and Rules chairman, reported 
that his committee had im¬ 
posed a long list of conditions 
calculated to satisfy the busi¬ 
nessmen of the “Miracle 
Mile” on Needham St., who 
had opposed the petition of 
the Frst Federal Leasing Cor¬ 
poration for its automobile 
laundry, chiefly on the ground 
that if the project were al¬ 
lowed, Needham St. traffic 
would become badly snarled, 
especially during peak travel 
hours. 

However, the matter was 
not put to a vote Monday, pos¬ 
sibly because the Planning 
Board had voted denial of the 
petition, and that meant that 
in order to pass, there would 
have to be 18 affirmative 
votes, and during the evening, 
attendance varied between 19 
and 20. 

Ham was prevailed upon to

hold the item for the next 
meeting, three weeks hence. 

The Claims and Rules 
chairman, in enumerating the 
restrictions his committee had 
agreed upon, stressed the 
points that the petitioner had 
been prevailed upon to delay 
the daily opening of the estab¬ 
lishment until after the area’s 
workers had driven in to their 
places of employment, and 
that also, he had decided to 
close down during the noon 
lunch hour as another means 
of helping out in the traffic sit¬ 
uation. 

Other conditions imposed 
would prevent the parking of 
unattended private automo¬ 
biles on the property on Tow-, 
er Rd.. and allow only right 
turns into Needham St. by 
laundered cars leaving the 
car wash. 

Still another condition 
would prevent the lining up 
of cars waiting to be launder-! 
ed on either Tower Rd. or 
Needham St. 

Both John T. Fennelly, 
owner of the Tower Rd. prop¬ 
erty, and the First Federal 
Leasing Corporation, the les¬ 
see, were agreeable to the re¬ 
strictions, Ham said. 

Another docket item that 
consumed considerable time 
at the session was a petition 
by Holiday Inn on Grove St., 
Newton Lower Falls, for per¬ 
mission to erect signs by 
which the motel could make 
its presence known to Route 
128 travelers, who were cal¬ 
culated to be potential cus¬ 
tomers, but who, without ade- j 
quate signs, would not be 
aware of its location. 

This matter, too, was held 
for the next meeting as a re¬ 
sult of a 19 to 0 roll-call vote. 
Alderman Ham, as Claims 
and Rules chairman, had de¬ 
scribed specifications for the 
Inn signs which had been 
agreed on by a majority of his 
committee — signs smaller 
and less flamboyant than ones 
which the petitioner had pro¬ 
posed. 

Considerable debate ensu¬ 
ed, and it was suggested, and j 
agreed to by Ham, that the 
motel, a $2,000,000 project, 
was important to the city and 
its proposals deserved care¬ 
ful consideration. Alderman 
Dangel moved that the com¬ 
mittee repair to an anteroom 
to reconsider the matter of its 
conditions. 

As a result of the private 
meeting, the committee ar-: 
rived at a compromise com-1 
prising specifications for signs 
that would adequately identi¬ 
fy the motel, and at the same 
time were calculated to meet 
any possible objection from 
abutters. 

Held for the next meeting 
was still another matter on 
which the Planning Board had 
voted denial, and which there¬ 
fore required 18 votes for pas¬ 
sage. This was the city plan¬ 
ner’s recommended amend-! 
ments to the revised ordin¬ 
ances on dormitory construe-1 
tion, which had occasioned 
objection on the part of Bos-1 
ton College, Lasell Junior Col¬ 
lege and Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital.

Two Newton residents were 
recently honored for their com¬ 
bined 29 years of service upon 
their retirement from North¬ 
eastern University. 

Professor Herbert A. Per¬ 
kins, 319 Highland avenue, 
West Newton, and Mrs. 
Jessie E. Peppard, 91 Hal¬ 
cyon road, Newton Centre, 
were honored at a North¬ 
eastern University cabinet 
meeting and at a dinner 
held at Longwood Towers, 
Brookline. 

Professor Perkins lias been 
with the University for 16 
years. He was on the faculty 
of the New England College 
of Pharmacy for 13 years 
when it merged with North¬ 
eastern. He received a televi¬ 
sion set at the cabinet meet¬ 
ing. 

Mrs. Peppard, who has been 
at Northeastern for 13 years, 
received a watch at the cabinet 
meeting. 

Prof. Perkins, associate 
professor of mathematics, 
lias also served as admin¬ 
istrative assistant to the 
dean of pharmacy at North¬ 
eastern. He received his 
bachelor of arts degree 
from Colby College, where 
he was elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa; and he received his 
master of arts degree from 
the University of Wisconsin. 

Prof. Perkins taught at 
Hampton Institute in Virgin¬ 
ia (1922-1930), where he serv¬ 
ed in the mathematics depart¬ 
ment. part of the time as 
chairman of the department. 

During World War II, he 
served as Lieutenant Com¬ 
mander in the United States 
Naval Reserve, first as Edu¬ 
cational Officer of the Sub¬ 
marine Chaser Training Cen¬ 
ter. Miami, and then in charge 
of the Sonar School in New 
London, Conn. 

Professor Perkins has 
served from 1936-1949 as 
mathematics professor and 
head of the Division of Rec¬ 
ords and Guidance at the 
University of Massachusetts 
at Fort Devens. Later he 
was director of admissions 
and guidance and mathema¬ 
tics professor at the New’ 
England College of Phar¬ 
macy. 

A member of the American 
Personnel and Guidance Asso¬ 
ciation, the College Personnel 


Association and the Vocation¬ 
al guidance Association, he is 
married to the former Sadie 
Marchard. They have two 
children, Herbert Jr., and 
Pamela. 

Mrs. Peppard, W’ho has 
become know’n affectionate¬ 
ly as “Gram” by students 
and faculty, is secretary to 
the University Student Un¬ 
ion. Before joining the Un¬ 
ion, she worked as a book¬ 
keeper in the University’s 
Finance Office. 

She was educated at Peter¬ 
sham High .School, Salem 
Teachers College, and the 
Salem Commercial School. Be¬ 
fore coming to Northeastern, 
Mrs. Peppard worked at the 
Suffolk Bankruptcy Office, 
Faulkner Hospital, and the 
Unitarian Service Commission. 

Mrs. Peppard has a married 
daughter and two grandchil¬ 
dren. She plans to spend some 
time on Cape Cod after her 
retirement.

Clifford Walker, 
Noted Attorney 
And Civic Leader 

Memorial services for Clif¬ 
ford Hall Walker, lawyer, for¬ 
mer president of Newton-Wel¬ 
lesley Hospital and a former 
member of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen, were held Mon¬ 
day, June 21, in Newton 
Cemetery Chapel. 

Mr. Walker, whose home 
was at 711 Chestnut St., Wa- 
ban, died at 82 on June 16 in 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

A member of the firm of 
Ropes and Gray for 49 years, 
he lived in Waban for 51 
years, and was an Alderman 
from 1934 to 1941. He acted as 
vice president of the Board 
for the last five years of his 
term, and was acting mayor 
of the city on several occa¬ 
sions. 

A graduate of Harvard in 
1903 and Harvard Law School 
in 1906, he was a fellow editor 
with the late Supreme Court 
Justice Felix Frankfurter of 
the Harvard Law Review. He 
joined Ropes and Gray in 
1914, remaining until retiring 
two years ago. From 1930 to 
1932, he was head of the 
firm's Paris office. 


He served many years as 
a trustee of the Union Church 
of Waban, and was a charter 
member of the Waban Neigh¬ 
borhood Club, and was treas¬ 
urer of Brae Burn Country 
Club for 20 years. 

Elected in 1943 to the presi¬ 
dency of Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, he conducted the 
$2,250,000 building fund pro¬ 
gram that provided a com¬ 
plete new wing for the hos¬ 
pital. 

Among his prized accom¬ 
plishments was an award of a 
silver medal from the M%- 
sachusetts Horticultural So¬ 
ciety for his garden in Waban, 
which was long admired by 
Newton residents. 

He was treasurer of the 
Family Service Bureau and 
the Stone Institute, a director 
of the Newton Savings Bank 
and trustee and president of 
Newton Cemetery. 

He leaves his wife, Mrs. 
Edith (Huntsman) Walker; a 
brother, Dr. William Hastings 
Walker of Newtown, Conn.; a 
daughter, Mrs. James R. 
Leech of West Falmouth, and 
a son, Robert Randolph Walk¬ 
er of Duxbury.
